tell you a story! once heard 
about a Canadian teenager who 
was sent into the woods by his 
father to toughen him up. The 
poor kid found a job with a log- 
ging company, counting trees, 
to help them decide whether to 
cut that part of the forest down 
or not. He was working with a grizzled old woods- 
man, and one day they came to a clearing, inthe 
middle of which was a bunch of bear cubs. The 
woodsman knew instantly that they were in grave 
danger, as Ma Bear had to be somewhere nearby, 
ready to defend her infants with her giant slashing 
claws. He urged the kid to run as fast as he could, 
so the kid ran, pausing only to Look over his shoul- 
der and watch an enraged grizzly emerge from the 
woods, knock the woodsman down and give hima 
vigorous mauling. The panicked boy resumed his 
run, and kept it up until he reached the nearest 
town, 16 miles away.

So you're in another one of those cowboy-type 
movies. What's up with you and farm animals? 
Iwentto Montana for a summer night after Young 
Guns and ended up getting into horses and staying 
there for five years. I had some friends who were 
talented cowboys, and I told them 1 wanted to 
start roping, which they did professionally. They 
started me out slowly, roping chairs at first. Then 1 
got on a horse and started roping a dummy, and 
then I moved on to steers. We started team roping 
on the United States Team Roping Championships 
circuit. I rope the horns of a steer, then my partner 
ropes the back feet and we lay the cow down. We 
won the Los Angeles USTRC event in January. But 
90 percent of itis your horse. They'll get a distance 
from a cow and maintain their speed, so it’s almost 
like you're throwing standing still. It’s hard to get 
a horse that knows how to do that. 

What were your parents thinking when they 
named you Kiefer William Frederick Dempsey 
George Rufus Sutherland? 

I've never really known. I know my first name came 
from a man named Warren Kiefer, who directed my 
father’s first film. Dempsey is my mother’s maiden 
name. George was a friend of my father’s and Fred 
was my father’s father. But William and Rufus, no 
one’s ever told me where those came from. 

The kids at school must've been relentless. 

I got teased about Kiefer. The older boys used to 
call me Reefer, which was embarrassing. They'd 
just go, “Reeeffffeeer.” I didn't even know what 
they were talking about. I was in fourth grade. 
Still, your dad’s Donald Sutherland; life couldn't 
have been that hard. How many film roles did he 
land for you? 

None. I grew up in Canada, and he was living in 
Europe. I moved to New York when I was 17 and 
started sending resumes to theaters. Like any 
young actor's resume, half of it was bullshit. I 
think lying on your resume is a rite of passage for 
an actor under 20. The only thing that gets people 
in trouble is if they start lying about being in musi- 
cals and they don’t know how to sing. When you 
start lying about a talent you don’t really have, 
you can get yourself in a lot of shit, 

Having played some evil characters, did any- 
thing ever really freak you out during filming? 

I was buried alive in The Vanishing, and the direc- 


. tor, George Sluizer, didn’t tell me they were going 


to do it. I was putin the coffin, and I thought they 
were just going to sprinkle some dirt on it. ButI 
heard a drill screw in like eight screws and a tractor 
push in dirt, and then it went black. I panicked, 
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As night fell, 
Kiefer dreamt of 
Young Guns 3 


| because the box top was an inch from my face. If 


you look at the movie where Nancy Travis digs me 
out, it’s all one shot. The top is pulled off, and I’m 
supposed to be dead, but you can see my jugular 
pounding because my heart was beating so hard. 
I'm very obviously not dead in that scene. 

What the hell was the director thinking? 

George Sluizer is a peculiar man. He looked at 
Nancy and said, “He’s actually in the ground right 
now. You have to dig him out.” I think it was to get 
her into that panicked state. It worked. ButI have 
no idea why he didn’t tell me. We later had a con- 
versation about com- 
munication. He 
understood where | 
was coming from.

Where Monster.com gains an edge 
with its huge selection, Hotjobs 
beats the competition by offering the 
most job listings in the sexier sec- 
tors, including entertainment and 
the somewhat sketchy and diminish- 
ing Internet sector. Although its site 
is relatively difficult to navigate com- 
pared with the competition, Hotjobs 
thrives on the awe factor—most 
movie studios, record labels, ad 

| agencies, publishing houses and 

| Magazines prefer to listjob openings 
here instead of on other job sites. 
Hotjobs also throws a large annual 
job expo called WorkWorld in New 
York, Chicago and San Francisco, 


Careerpath certainly has a huge 
volume of jobs—almost as large as 
Monster.com’s—but the listings are 
nothing more than a more geograph- 
ically diverse version of what you see 
in the classified section of any major 
metropolitan newspaper.

Robert Kidd endured 
storm-tossed Alaskan 
waters and a harrowing 
climb up granite cliffs... 


and lived to tell the tale 


Fishermen have battled the fury of the sea for 
centuries. Some years before the real “perfect 
storm” achieved perfection, the Saint Patrick, a 
155-foot fishing vessel, was working its way 
along the Kodiak waterfront and out into the 
waters of the Gulf of Alaska. On the night of 
November 29, a brutal storm packing 90 mph 
winds and 40-foot seas came up out of nowhere, 
surprising the young and mostly inexpenenced 








crew of 12 onboard. Unprepared and over- 
whelmed, they battled to save the Saint Patrick. 
Though most lost their lives in the fight, 31-year- 
old deck boss Robert Kidd made it, but not 
before struggling through an ordeal that most 
men wouldn't have survived. 


It was near midnight when Bob Kidd was rousted 
from his bunk by several terrified young deck

hands. As he climbed into the ship's wheelhouse, 
he couldn’t believe what he saw. The Saint Patrick 
was drifting sideways through huge seas, and rain 
and ocean spray were drenching the windows, 
blinding all vision. As one inexperienced crewman 
stood at the helm, fighting to gain control of the 
ship, another was hanging out 
the window, shouting 
directions. “Go left! Go — 
more left!” he yelled, , 
a neophyte’s plea 
for a portside 
maneuver. 

Kidd was expe- 
nenced enoughto | 
know that the ship 
needed to be turned 
into the waves to 
lengthen the time 
between each impact and 
minimize the force as much as possible. After 
showing the young helmsman how to swing 
the ship around, Kidd went back down below, 
but it wasn’t long before he again felt waves 
exploding on the portside of the Saint Patrick. 
They were driving directly into the hull, andit | 
was clear to Kidd thatthe ship was onceagain & 
drifting sideways in the churning sea, 

Suddenly, a jolting shudder reverberated 
through the entire length of the steel ship and 
the Saint Patrick stopped dead in the water as if 
it had run aground on solid rock. Racing out of 
nis room, Kidd ran into Doc Steigel—a tall, 
muscular man who, aside from Kidd, was the 
most expenenced member of the crew— 
hurrying toward the wheelhouse stairway. 
“What happened?” asked Steigel. Kidd had no

a hundred trains began building behind them. 
Kidd reeled around to see a wall of ocean water 
bearing down on them, its curler gleaming white 
in the reflective glow of the ship’s mast lights. “I 
looked up," he remembers, “and I just kept look- 
ing up and up and up.” 

It was the largest curler mounted atop the 
highest wave Kidd had ever seen. “If it wasn't 60 
feet, it was nothing!” Kidd recalls. Towering over 
the ship’s 25-foot smokestack, the wave’s awe- 
some dimensions dwarfed the crewmen onthe 
wooden deck below. 


Suddenly, everything grew strangely quiet. The 
roar of the mountainous wave overhead seemed to 


hush and take pause. Mesmerized by the gigantic 
dimensions of the rogue wave, Kidd froze and 


stood looking up at it, certain he was a dead man. 
Steigel pulled Kidd down to the deck and, with

| onboard the ship there was some protection from 


the wind and elements. Yet, in the panic of the sit- 
uation, staying onboard seemed equally terrifying. 

Kidd knew, however, that Steigel wasn’t going 
to be deterred from jumping ship. “We'll go 
together!” Kidd called out. “Let me find a piece of 
rope so we can tie ourselves together.” But Steigel 
refused to wait any longer and leapt overboard 
before Kidd could stop him. Grabbing a nearby 
piece of rope, Kidd followed over the side. 

Kidd struck the water feet first and went under, 


| then felt the buoyancy of his survival suit carry him 


back to the surface. He squinted into the darkness, 
spied Steigel and swam to him, tossing him one 
end of the rope, They wrapped the rope around 
themselves and, afraid of being crushed against 
the hull of the Saint Patrick, swam for their lives. 
Once clear of the ship, they drifted. On top of

they discarded it and locked arms as they resumed 
their meandering over the sea. 

As the night wore on, they were pounded by 
massive waves. Many hours later, after one par- 
ticularly brutal assault, Kidd noticed Steigel’s 
voice had become noticeably fainter. More omi- 
nously, it also had a tone of hopelessness. As Kidd 
swam Closer, he could barely hear his friend. “My 
suit’s got a leak, Bob. I’m not going to make it.” 

Kidd trned to encourage him, butit did little 
good. Steigel was certain thata flood of deadly 
cold seawater was pouring into his suit—and he 
was giving up hope. 

As each new wave battered them, the men 
began losing contact with one another. Kidd kept 
screaming encouragement, but Steigel’s replies 
grew weaker and weaker. Finally, Kidd called out 
and the only sound that came back was the waves. 
Doc Steigel was never seen or heard from again. 
His body was never found. 

Dawn broke to a world of big, high rollers, anda 
thick fog covered the sea. There was no sign of the 
Saint Patrick. Still adrift in the icy Alaskan water, 

























Sucked beneath the surface of the sea, Kidd's 
suit was quickly filling with water. He was like a 
man trapped inside a water balloon, andashe 
slammed once again into the cliffs, he realized he 
had to get rid of the suit. 

Submerged in the water, he unzipped his sur- 
vival suit far enough to free his arms, then the 
powerful shoreline currents literally stripped it 
from his body. “It was gone in a second, just 
gone,” he says. “I could feel the weight of it leave 
me because it had completely filled with water.” 

Kidd surfaced, and when the next wave cata- 
pulted him against the cliffs, he groped for hand- 
holds in the rock and held on. Each time a wave 
came ashore, it exploded up the rocky face of the 
cliff and engulfed him. Feeling as if he might be 
dragged back into the surf at any moment, he 
clutched the rock with a death grip and fought to 
remain in place against the drenching force of 
each new breaker. 

During the pause between barrages, he 
climbed. Terrified and exhausted, he made his way 


It was ridiculous, unfair. 

Freezing cold, totally exhausted and realizing 
he could go no higher, Kidd sat down on the narrow 
ledge. His feet were frozen and severely frostbit- 
ten, their sides split and bleeding. As he sat there, 
he tned to keep them warm by covering them with 
moss torn from the face of the rock ledge. 

At that moment, a brightly painted US Coast 
Guard helicopter flew past. “The helicopter flew 
exactly level with me,” Kidd says. “I could even 
see the guys in it. [started waving at them. Of 
course, Ino longer had the bright survival suit on, 
so they didn’t see me. The helicopter was so close! 
Iwas looking the pilot right in the face!” But the 
helicopter passed on. 

Shaking from the relentless chill of the wind 
and overcome by a hopelessness that went beyond 


words, Kidd slumped down and cried like a baby. 


When he looked up again, he sawa long, fat 
slab of rock, 15 or 20 feetin length. The slab was 
on the far side of the chasm, slightly below him, 
about 10 feet away. It was imbedded in the cliff 


Kidd was pretty well out of it when he rose to the 


top ofa large wave and, through a break in the fog, 
glimpsed what looked like the tip of an island in the 
far distance. The land was too far away to make out 


trees or any cetailat all with certainty, but Kidd 


started swimming anyway. For the next nine hours, 


he backstroked, pausing only long enough to relo- 
cate the land and correct his course. 

By late afternoon, Kidd approached what he 
believed was Afognak Island. Studying the shore- 
line, he saw no safe place to go ashore, and the 
current was dragging him directly toward terrify- 
ing 1,400-foot cliffs. The black, wave-slickened 
wall of granite looked totally impassible. As he 
drifted closer, he watched the towering explo- 

sions created by the surf pounding 
hard against the cliffs, heard the 
deafening roar of impact, and 
saw the furious white tonnage 
of draining water fallinto 
the sea to be sucked 

= out again.

Continuing his climb, he clam- 
bered atop a pinnacle that offereda 
panoramic view of the area. Looking 
down along the shoreline, he spot- 
ted a small stretch of beach, which 
he'd missed by about 50 yards. He 
contemplated climbing back down, 
but a single slip would mean almost 
certain death. To survive, he knew he had to keep 

climbing up. 

Standing fully exposed to 20-degree wind chills, 
| Kidd looked skyward and found himself faced with 
hundreds of feet of sheer cliffs. Without shoes, and 
clad in only long johns, cotton socks and a flannel 
shirt, Kidd sat down to rest his shivering body. 

When he began climbing again, the first and 
second routes he chose were unsuccessful because 
the handholds gave out. Each time, he climbed 
back down to his perch, By the end of the second 
unsuccessful climb, his socks were reduced to 
pieces of cotton stuck to the sides of his feet—feet 
that were aching and badly swollen. 

In a final attempt, Kidd slowly picked his way 
up the face of the cliff. Several hundred feet later, 
he crawled out onto a dizzying ledge. There he 
came face-to-face with a gaping 10-foot crevasse 
directly in his path. There was no way around it.

face at a 50-degree angle. He didn’t see any hand- 
grips on the rock’s surface and he knew if he were 
to slide off, the unwelcome ride would carry him in 
a free fall straight down onto the craggy rocks 
hundreds of feet below. 

For a while, he sat and studied the rock slab 
and the terrain above it. If he could survive a leap 
across the crevasse, the rest of the journey would 
be relatively simple. 

Without further contemplation, Kidd stood, 
turned and dived headfirst across the gaping cre- 
vasse. He stretched his cold, ravaged body toward 
the sloping face of the rock slab with everything 
he had, then hit hard and nearly fell. The impact 
knocked the wind out of him, but somehow he 
stuck to the surface, and his feet and hands grap- 
pled for notches to cling to. After lying still for 
several minutes, he summoned the strength to 
get up and begin climbing again.

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An hour later, Kidd made it over the top. There, 
he found some fresh water and after sipping a bit, 
he took stock of his surroundings. The country on 
top of the cliff was untouched wilderness, which 
was covered in large portions by spruce trees. He 
remembered hearing there were hunters’ cabins 
scattered around the island, so he began walking 
and stumbling in search of help. 

As he traveled, he noticed a large opening in 
the flesh of his foot. It didn’t hurt, but stranger 
still, no blood was coming out. Then he was struck 
with the realization that his feet were frozen solid. 
“There was an opening and no blood was coming 
out,” he says. “I could look right in there.” 

His body shook incessantly and he was colder 
than he ever could have imagined, but he knew he 
had to save what little body heat he had left. With 
darkness closing in, Kidd decided to bury himself 
in whatever he could find. 

He came upon a fallen spruce tree with roots 
pulled partially free of the ground, forming a small 
cave underneath. Kidd wasted little time gathering

moss and laying it over the screen of broken roots, 
making a little hut, a shelter out of the wind.

Instinctively, he knew 
he had created a little grave for himself, a grave he 
would crawlinto, then drift off and just let life go.

Kidd was in critical condition when the helicop- 
ter crew lifted him aboard. His body temperature 
was only 81 degrees as Coast Guard attendants 
began their battle to save his life. 

Having lost the majority of his toes and the 
flesh on both feet to frostbite, it would take nearly 
a decade for Bob Kidd to recover fully from his 
ordeal. As he lay in a Kodiak village hospital, he 
received word that shortly after he and Doc Steigel 
had abandoned the Saint Patrick, the 10 remaining 
crewmen on the ship had also jumped overboard. 
They, too, had spied the land at first light and set 
out to reach it. Some died that first night. Others 
died en route. Most who managed to reach Afognak 
Island had perished on the rocks going in through 
the surf. Only one other crewman, a young man 
named Wallace Thomas, had survived, 

Then Bob Kidd learned the most incredible 
news of all: The Saint Patrick never sank. Drifting 
unmanned through the howling storm, she had 
remained afloat. A group of fishermen discovered 
the vessel the next day, and eventually she was 
towed back to port.

The leading cause of death for 
people with head injuries is the obstruction 
of the airway. So the first thing you have to do 
is scrape all the crap and debris out of his mouth 
so he can breathe. Sweep the mouth with two fin- 
gers to pull out blood, vomit or smashed teeth. 
Now make sure he hasn't swallowed his tongue. If 
it’s dangling down the back of his throat, wrap 
the end of it in a cloth or bandage and pullit out 
of his mouth. Sometimes it’s hard to get a good 
grip onit, so you'll have to pierce the tongue with 
a Safety pin ora sharp wire to pulLit out. You must 
now ascertain if he’s scrambled his brain. After 
an hour, if he appears to be behaving normally 
and acting alert, he’s probably only suffered a 
minor injury. But if he becomes drowsy or disori- 
ented and lapses back into unconsciousness, this 
may indicate bleeding from an artery in the skull. 
And if he wakes up but has a severe headache, 

is vomiting and is bleeding from the ears or 
nose while dripping a clear liquid from both 
areas (brain fluid), he has a skull fracture.

“Frozen people don’t stink” 


During his 18 years as a mountain 
rescue worker in the great South- 

west, 41-year-old Timothy Kovacs 
has seen it all. 


What's the worst injury you've 
ever seen? 

Airplane crashes are the worst. 
The sheer impactinto the moun- 
tain creates a tremendous amount 
of gore. We're often first on the 
scene, and all around us on the 
mountain are various body parts. 
Also, Lonce had to recover the 
body of a 19-year-old kid who was 
crushed bya 12-ton boulder. 

How about lightning victims? 
Believe it or not, it doesn’t really 
char the body like you'd think. But 
it does do a lot of damage on the 
inside of the body. There's one 
guy who's been struck 
70 times. He has some 
sort of electrical plane 
running through him. 
What's the most 
painful procedure 
you've performed on 
someone in the field? 
Awoman fell down and 
gashed her head open 
just above her left eye- 
brow. It was a deep 
gash—you could see her 
skull—and it was filthy, 
covered with rocks, dirt 
and pieces of grass. In 
cases like this, irrigat- 
ing the wound quickly 
and aggressively is key. 
Sol took a big 60cc syringe, filled 
it up with saline solution and said, 
“Get ready, this is gonna hurt.” 
Then I stuck it right in the wound. 
Do you ever have to deal with 
people who are so crazed they 
do more than curse you? 

One guy was trapped ona ledge 
several hundred feet off the 
ground and we had to climb up to 
him. When we were only 10 yards 
away, our lead physician called to 
him and the quy just went berserk. 
He started hurling rocks down on 
us, and several hit our physician, 
breaking his arm in several places. 
So what do you do when dealing 
with such a crazed person? 

You have to find some way to relate 
to them ona strictly animal level. 
When a person has been out fora 
couple of days, they'll revert to 





their animal instincts. We once res- 
cued a guy who watched his sister 
die the previous night. When we 
spotted him, he was literally drag- 
ging himself down the trail. He'd 
obviously been through a lot. He 
was dehydrated, he was hypother- 
mic. When Ijumped out of the heli- 
copter and moved toward him, he 
had a crazed look like a cornered 
animal and ran away. So [called

who I was and that we were there 
to help him. And slowly, [talked 
him back down to reality. 

Does hypothermia make you 
absolutely insane? 

It can after a while. Whatit does is 
give you a false sense of warmth,

WHERE THE WEATHER 
NEVER CHANGES” 


What do you do if you're a meteorologist in 
an area that’s hot and sunny every day? If 
you’re Sean McLaughlin from KPNX 12 in 
Phoenix, you don’t do crap. “We don’t take 





the weather so seriously down here,” he says. 


How do you do a forecast every day when 
the weather never changes? 

I've got to come up with fun and interesting 
ways to present the weather every single 
day. So I think I’ve got a bigger challenge, 
than say, Tom Skilling from WGN in Chicago. 
The guy's got like six minutes and he fills all 
of it with a lot of weather. 

Your job must be boring. How do you break 
up the monotony? 

I doa lot of demonstrations. Forinstance, 
people are really into comets and meteors, so 
I take a fire extinguisher and spray it to simu- 
late a comet's tail. luse dryice to simulate 

air pollution. And my personal favorite, I go 
down to the gym and go into the sauna to 
explain dry heat, then jump into the 
_ Steam room to explain humidity. 
Do you wish you worked 
in a more climatically 
active area? 

There's a part of me 
that wishes I had 
more weather to 
talk about. But out 
~ / here,I gettoshowa 
lot of my personality. 
In Chicago or New York, 

it would be, “Here’s the 
weather,” and I'd do nothing but talk about 
the weather. 

Is there a dream job for a serious weather 
professional? 

Obviously, my dream would be to have Al 
Roker’s job. But for weather geeks, there are 
two big jobs. If you're a tornado guy, you 
want the main meteorologist gig in Okla- 
homa City. And if you love hurricanes, you 
want to be the chief down in Miami. 

You probably don’t get ragged on like most 
weathermen for giving the wrong forecast. 
Every day somebody complains. This one time 
when we gota lot of rain, someone called up 
and yelled into the phone, “Just make it stop, 
just make it stop raining. We don’t need any- 
more rain.” They think I control the weather, 
and it’s like, “Easy on the medication.” 

Have you ever been accosted in public 

for a bad forecast? 

It gets a little weird when people start 
pointing at you in the grocery store, scream- 
ing, “Hey, dork, give us some cool weather.” 
People are always giving me grief, but that’s 
just part of the job.

The multi-talented comedian on his ideal stripper, David Letterman and ‘roid rages 


In your new movie, Bait, you playa smalltime 

crook who’s trying to go straight. Have you 

ever had trouble with the cops? 
Of course. I'm black. I’ve been stopped twice a 
month for six straight months. The officer will 
ask me, “Where you goin’? Where you live? We 
had a call that said you fit a description.” So I 
say, “Listen, I’m in the highest tax bracket you 
can possibly imagine and I’m paying most of 
your salaries. Could you please just leave me 
alone?” It got so bad that I wound up going 
down to the police station and saying, “Can I 
give you some money to stop you from pulling 
me over all the time?” 

Speaking of harassment, what's the worst 

you've ever been heckled on stage? 
Open-mic nights in Los Angeles on Mondays 
were the worst. That’s when you get allthe guys 
from the ‘hood coming in. If

I didn’t think he’d 
go berserk, but at the same time, you have to 
respect the quy. He’s kind of sensitive about a 
lot of that stuff. He really got tampered with 
when he was in jail. 

How about on The Jamie Foxx Show? Have you 

had any really scary moments? 
The guy who played Carmine on Laverne & 
Shirley [Eddie Mekka] was doing this scene 
where his tie gets caught in the elevator, but it 
really choked him. I started yelling for help, but 
everybody thought I was joking, so I grabbed 
some scissors and cut him down, But he wasn't 
breathing, he was unconscious. So I had to give 
him mouth-to-mouth to revive him. 

We heard you changed your name from Eric 

Bishop to Jamie Foxx so that club owners 

would think you were a woman. 
There were so few women going up for open-mic 
night that they'd just pick female names offa 
list to break up the monotony. So when they 
saw the name Jamie, they thought I must bea 
girl and they'd call me up.

tape episodes for your show? 
It was hard because that initial coming back to 
the show was like jumping ina cold pool. It’s 
like you go up to a mountain with the greats 
and then you have to come back down and your 
real life kicks in. 
But your real life is all glamour and appearing 
on talk shows. What's so bad about that? 
I like doing BET [Black Entertainment Tele- 
vision] because I’m with my own people. But 
when you go to ashowthat’s not black, they're 
like, “We don't want you saying this and we 
don't want you saying that. You know how you 
black comedians are. We don’t want you swear- 
ing. Nothing risqué.” 
Rumor has it that you had a problem like that 
on Late Night with David Letterman. 

Fuck David Letterman. He’s an asshole, he’s a 
bitch. When I did his show, I wanted 
to do a Bill Cosby joke because he 
[Cosby] has an illegitimate daugh- 
ter and he had a problem with my 
movie Booty Call. It was basically 
like, “Looks like I’m not the only one 
who’s doing booty calls.”

Diving specialist Steve Bienkowski on drug smugglers, failed suicides and floating body parts 


What's the visibility like in the Hudson 

and East Rivers? 

You can’t see anything down there. The minute 
you get to the bottom, it’s black; you may as 
well be diving in crude oil. 

What kinds of jobs come across your desk? 

Our most important function is water rescue, 
but we also do evidence recovery where if some- 
body commits a crime and is seen throwing evi- 
dence in the water, like a gun ora knife or what 
have you, we go in and find it. 

Which calls do you most dread? 

Looking for someone who's drowned. The most 
dreadful thing is the thought of finding him and 
his not making it. Location is everything; peo- 
ple oftentimes don’t give you the right informa- 
tion. They say, “I saw him go down right there.” 
But he didn’t go down right there. He may have 
come up for air there, but the 
current was going out, so now 
they gave us the wrong loca- 
tion. And we have no visibility, 
so it’s going to take a lot longer 
to find him. 

How long does an investigation 

or a search last? 

It varies. The longest was TWA 
Flight 100; we did that for 96 
days from July 17 to November 
11. We got 11 bodies. We were 
working with the US Navy anda 
couple of other dive teams. 
When we finished, four were still 
missing, but the commercial 
fishing dredgers inadvertently 
got them after we left. That job was as bad a job 
as you can have. Those people were totally inno- 
cent. It wasn’t a suicide, they weren't drug 
dealers or killed because of the profession they 
chose. There were toys and things you'd pack 
to go on vacation floating in the water. 

Do you get counseling after a search like that? 
You know, the police department sends us coun- 
selors, but we're our own best counselors. The 
people they send have no idea what we do. 

What is the worst job you've been on? 

There was this child who submerged off Orchard 
Beach, and from the time we got the job until the 
time the child was found was 12 minutes—unbe- 
lievable, They got him on the first dive; aviation 
was right there, so they were flying the kid to the 
hospital within minutes. We thought, “Great job. 
The kid’s going to live.” What we didn’t know was 
his family had looked for him for half an hour 
before they called us. Ifthey'd called right away, 
we could've saved him. As it was, they revived 
him and he lived for a few days, but that was it. 

And the best? 

We get a lot of great rescues. You see the looks 
of horror on people's faces, like, “The boat is 
sinking, and I have my whole family with me,” 
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and we come in with the helicopter, and they're 
like, “Oh, man, this is over with. The cavalry is 
here.” It feeds your soul when you pull some- 
body from the water and give him another shot. 
How long are you under water on each dive? 
Usually 45 minutes to an hour. In January and 
February, we can only last 30 minutes. We wear 
dry suits, but we use wet-suit gloves because they 
give you a better sense of touch. So your hands 
are freezing. Some guys put Vaseline on their 
hands to keep out the cold or put their gloves in 
the microwave to get a few extra minutes. 
How big is the scuba team? 
There are 30 of us to cover the entire city—146 
square miles of waterfront and 576 miles of 
shoreline, plus ponds, lakes and reservoirs. We 
work three days of 12-hour tours—two days on 
the boat and one in the helicopter on air-sea 
rescue—then we get three days off, 
Which bridge is most popular 
for suicides? 
The Brooklyn Bridge, It’s one of the 
lowest in the city, and you have 
pedestrian access. 
What's your role in a suicide case? 
We let the emergency services do 
their job of trying to talk the person 
down. If he does end up in the water 
and the helicopter is there, they'll 
jump out and arab him. And we have 
divers on the boat to get him when 
he lands. It’s drowning, not the fall, 
that kills people. We had one guy 
jump from the Brooklyn Bridge, and 
he didn’t even have a bruise. 
Is it true that a couple of cops once found a body, 
then gota boat and dragged it a few blocks down 
so that another precinct had to deal with it? 
People are always saying that, but it makes no 
difference—we are a support unit for 75 precincts. 
Sometimes you find a body and if you pick it up 
the wrong way it will fall apart, so we drag it in 
what's called a Stokes Basket. So people may 
have seen us dragging the body for that reason. 
Do you investigate the death if you find a 
body, or pass it on to land-locked detectives? 
We work in coordination with whatever precinct 
covers the area. They tell us what they know, 
and we'll go see what we can find. Then we hand 
it over to them, whether it’s a body, body parts 
or a weapon. Most people don’t even know the 
police department has divers, so when someone 
throws a gun in the water, he thinks there’s no 
chance it’s going to end up in court with him. 
Do you always come up with the evidence 
you've been asked to find? 
Mostly. Sometimes we come up with too much. 
Oftentimes we'll be looking fora gun, say a.357 
nickel-plated four-inch barrel, and we'll come 
up with a blue 9 millimeter. 
What are the most guns you've come up with 


before you found the right one? 
Three years ago in Flushing Meadows Park in 
Queens, we found 22 guns before we got the 
right one. Then there was an investigation of 
the murder of a reporter for a South American 
magazine, and I think it was more than that. 

Do you get involved in drug investigations? 

We are cross-designated US Customs officers. 
US Customs in New York doesn't have divers, so 
they use us to search boats in the harbor. 

What was your biggest haul? 

The Bright Eagle in 1990; our divers found 460 
kilos of cocaine. A colleague told me it was justa 
routine search. He was swimming underthe hull 
feeling for packages, and he looked up and there 
were two men looking back down at him. What 
they dois climb up past the rudder post and stow 
away in the rudder compartment with alittle mub- 
ber boat. When they get to the States, theyjump 
down and paddle to shore with their drugs. The 
captain never knows they're on the boat. 

Are you armed? 

We have weapons designed to go in the water 
with us, but none of us have had to use them. 

Is it dangerous? 

My own little drama was when I was looking for 
body parts in the North Cove Marina. Somebody 
had found a foot floating over there, and we were 
trying to find the rest of the body. Anyhow, I 
swam under the landfill. I thought the sea wall 
went all the way down, but there’s a tunnel for 
water to coolall the computers in the World Trade 
Center. I didn’t even knowit existed, Itried com- 
ing up, but was inthis cement cubicle. SoI went 
down, tried again and hit another one. I had no 
light, so I couldn't tell how much air I had left. 

Can you catch diseases from the water? 

There are some ponds in the city that are just 
breeding hatcheries for bacteria—they re like 
science projects. There are all kinds of debris down 
there: cars, shopping carts, bicycles, you name 
it. Sometimes we get tangled and get a rip in our 
suits, so we do get exposed to the water. 

Do you often see turds floating around? 
Unfortunately, yes. We were searching fora state 
trooper who was missing off Randall's Island, and 
I brought up a license plate from a car we found. 
As I was on the surface, I was swallowing water 
and there were all these tiny little BB-size balls 
in it. Itjust so happened we were by the sewage 
plant, so you know what I was swallowing. 

Do you have slang for floaters? 

No, but we do for condoms. We callthem Coney 
Island whitefish. 

Would you eat a fish from a New York City river? 
No, Not me. 

Do you see a lot of rats or nasty beasties? 

Just the alligators from the sewers. Only kidding.

The tunnel borer 


For six years, Bob Schleiff has burrowed through 
the earth like an enormous mole 


This isn’t a cute little drill car like 


you see in cartoons, is it? 

No, this is a $10 million machine 
that weighs about 750 tons. It has 
a flat 100-ton head that turns on 
its own, and there are about 40 
cutters on the front of it. Each cut- 
ter weighs about 300 pounds and 
also turns on its own. The goalis 
to exert millions of pounds of 
thrust pressure into the rock face 
so that the cutters penetrate the 
rock and shatter it. Buckets then 
scoop up the broken rock 
and dump it into a hop- 
per, which empties onto 
a conveyor belt that 
carnes the broken rock 
out onto a train. 

What kind of juice do 
you need to crank this 
monster up? 

It runs off 13,800 volts 
of electricity, which is 
brought down in cables 
that are the diameter of 
a large salami. Then you 
have transformers near 
the machine that weigh 
several tons apiece. 
Transformers reduce the voltage 
down to whatever you need. 

Is steering a real bitch? 

It’s ike steering a boat: When you 
want to go around a buoy, you 
don’t steer it from the bow, you 
steer it from the ass end. When 
you want to make a turnin the 
tunnel, you ease the end of the 
machine in the opposite direction 
than you want the front to go. 
Something like this probably 
doesn’t move very fast. 

The fastest this machine's moved 
is 26 feet per hour, but that’s 
through the most ideal ground.

What is the gut? 

It's the area below the rib cage 
and above the hips. That's where 
most of your vital organs are— 
the kidneys, liver, gallbladder, 
intestines, spleen, lots of stuff. 
It's all wrapped up in a complex 
system of muscles. There's loads 
packed in there, but the organs 
can move around quite a bit. 
How can I tell if something's 
injured in there? 

Pain is a pretty good indication. 
It's not the actual organs that 
will hurt; it’s just that in order 
to injure the actual organs in 
your gut, you've got to get 
through skin and muscle, which 
are loaded with nerves. 

What are some common 

gut injuries? 

The abdominal wall muscles can 
tear. The New Jersey Nets: 
Jayson Williams just last year 
had abdominal strains, and so 
did the Spurs’ Tim Duncan. 
Those muscles go down to the 
groin, which is the only real area 
of the gut that can be hurt just 
by twisting it wrong. If you tear
